Highlights from the August 2014 Chicago ANA Auction 
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The Peter Mayer Collection 


Peter Mayer, born March 8, 1946, 
was raised in Rutherford, New Jersey, 
the only child of a single parent. As 
a young boy he became interested 
in stamp collecting and begged his 
mother to allow him to give up a 
paper route to work in a local stamp/ 
coin store. Coin collecting soon 
became his area of interest due to 
their historical significance. He went 
on to Waynesburg University in Pennsylvania, graduating 
a history major with a BA cum laude, a member of the 
International Honor Society in History, and receiving the 
Annual History Award for scholastic achievement. 

He began a career in sales selling credit reports for a 
Fortune 500 company. Always competitive, be it in pick-up 
basketball games or as star pitcher on the company softball 
team, Peter had a successful career winning numerous 
national and regional contests and citations for outstanding 
sales leadership and achievement, as well as Best in Nation, 
earning him trips to Spain, Hawaii, and California. 

While he was excelling in sales, his coin hobby slowly 
evolved into weekends at local coin shows as he became 
more involved with buying and selling at a dealer level. 
During this time he formed significant collections of United 
States type coins and Civil War tokens. 

In the early 1990s, Peter became more interested in obsolete 
currency. He left his sales position after 25 years to become 
a full time coin/currency dealer. Peter focused on collecting 
Proof and Issued notes from the New England states. New 
York but especially his home state of New Jersey. The 1990 
ABN sale by Christies was the catalyst Peter needed to 


begin his Proof collection. He acquired many great notes in 
the ABN sale, but he also kept meticulous records of who 
outbid him for notes and later acquired them from other 
collectors. His love of obsolete currency and their historical 
vignettes led him to becoming one of the leading experts in 
the country. He was also one of three people who attended 
in person all 18 parts of The Schingoethe Collection, where 
he also acquired many great notes. 

Many vacations were spent antiquing and seeking out every 
volume of The Rover Boys Series by Arthur M. Winfield. 
On occasion in some roadside barn he would find good 
deals on coins or paper money. In his community, Peter, an 
avid reader, joined the Friends of the Library helping with 
fundraising. He was a political community advocate, and 
pitched for two local softball leagues, retiring after winning 
several team championships. 

In January of 201 1, Peter was blessed with a granddaughter, 
Rachelle Eleanor, named for his mother Eleanor Mayer. He 
enjoyed showing her his collection as much as she enjoyed 
joining him in his office at every opportunity. A rare blood 
cancer felled Peter on his 68th birthday, March 8, 2014. 
Whether he is thought of on the softball field, at coin and 
paper money shows, or in the town where he resided and 
that he loved so much, he will be remembered for the 
generous, genuine, and kindhearted individual that he 
was. A common thread among those who worked in sales 
with Peter and those who knew him through the collecting 
community was Peter s willingness to share his knowledge, 
wisdom and passion mentoring others. 

His family, wife Ruth and son John, wish the next guardians 
of these precious notes to cherish them as much as Peter did.

Sometimes amazing collectors and collections can 
cross paths at the most unlikely, but opportune times. 
Interestingly this 2014 ANA Worlds Fair of Money Paper 
Money session offers one of those instances. Peter Mayer s 
collecting acumen was known to all those who had the 
privilege of working with him on his collection, dealing with 
him, or just having ribs and sausage and cheese platters at 
The Rendezvous in Memphis, with his American Banknote 
Company sale catalog (black and white version) getting 
more and more tattered by the minute. 

The consignor of the obsolete notes and proofs from The 
Crusader Collection, offered tonight and in our Internet 
only session, is a keen student of obsolete notes as well, and 
he appreciated his notes with a passion similar to Peters. 
The two were great friends and Peter helped strengthen 
several areas of The Crusader Collection. Obsolete currency 
collectors and dealers are a special numismatic fraternity 
that shares a deep passion for the vignettes and artistry that 
make these notes such treasures. 


Our consignor found his real stride collecting obsolete 
currency when he attended the January 2005 John J. Ford, 
Jr. Part VIII Sale in New York. That sale contained some 
the finest obsolete proofs and issued notes from that trove, 
including Fords Clark, Gruber & Co. $5 proof, further 
Mormon notes, and Gold Rush scrip. Major purchases at 
that sale were accomplished by our consignor, though none 
of the established obsolete buyers in attendance knew him, 
including Peter Mayer. Many records were set at that sale, 
as new price levels were reached and interest in obsolete 
currency was gaining a deeper hold than could have been 
imagined a decade before. 

Our Crusader was a visionary who developed a very personal 
connection to and appreciation for the notes, but he also 
had the presence of mind of to get to know other collectors 
and dealers and form friendships in order to further his 
enjoyment. In many regards, he and Peter Mayer were like 
collecting twins separated at birth. Now, selected notes from 
their holdings are appropriately holding court together, like 
the obsolete currency royalty they are.

We are honored to showcase this 
remarkable trio of the very first issued Educational series sheets once again. 

The face designs are perhaps the most ornate and beautiful in the entire series of American paper money. They are: for 
the $ 1 History Instructing Youth, for the $2 Science Presenting Steam and Electricity to Commerce and Manufacture and 
for the $5 Electricity Presenting Light to the World. The backs are very ornate as well and feature prominent Americans 
from history. Martha and George Washington adorn the back of the $1, Robert Pulton and Samuel F. B. Morse the 
$2, and Generals Ulysses S. Grant and Philip Sheriden the $5. Each design ranks high in The 100 Greatest American 
Currency Notes by Q. David Bowers and David M. Sundman, a best-selling book by Whitman Publishing LLC. 

While the archives of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing probably contain many unusual specimens, die proofs, 
essays, and other rarities usually with no serial number or else a string of zeroes as serial numbers, such unusual items 
rarely are available to collectors. This particular item falls into an even more intriguing category, as the banknotes were 
produced for regular circulation and are the very first serially numbered notes of each denomination and bear the 
engraved signatures of J. Fount Tillman and Daniel N. Morgan as the Treasury Officials. Claude M. Johnson, head of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, had the forethought to purchase these original sheets for himself, thus saving them 
for posterity. 

From the content of Johnsons letter, it is clear that he understood very well the significance of the pieces he owned.

The books cover exhibits some roughness at the 
edges from years of handling but remains intact. Internally fresh and bright, the inside front cover displays a pair of small 
paste downs for Ex Libris Robert Hoe, one of the most famous book collectors of all time.

Each sheet retains bright paper and excellent print quality. It is worth noting that the Educational series was numbered 
continuously from one signature combination to another, meaning no other Educational notes were printed with these 
beginning serial numbers.

When we sold this set in our 201 1 auction they realized $1,265,000, at the time a record for a single lot of US Currency 
in public sale. Since then five notes have surpassed that level, with two notes selling for over $1.4 Million each, two notes 
selling for over $2 million each, and a new world record of one note selling for over $3 million. The currency market has 
no doubt increased substantially in the last few years as the demand for the finest, rarest and museum quality material is 
in great demand.

The Treasury Department have always favoured the issue of Bank Notes from a purely practical standpoint, and have disregarded 
artistic requirements in the adoption of designs except in the issue of silver certificates of 1896. There were but three denominations of this 
issue ever placed in circulation, viz. the 1$, 2$ and 5$ Notes, and the designs were produced respectively by Will H. Low; Edwin Blashfield, 
and Walter Shirlaw. These designs were drawn and painted in proper Bank Note proportions, but about eight times Bank Note size, and 
reduced by photography to enable the Engravers to make proper transfers to the dies. The 1$ Note was engraved by Charles Schlecht, and 
the 2$ and 5$ Notes by G. E C. Smillie. 

The 1$ Note is entitled “History instructing Youth”, and includes two figures: Columbia with the Stars and Stripes draped over Her 
pointing out to the Youth at her side the first pages of the Constitution engraved upon the book. In the background across the Potomac is 
represented a birds eye view of the City of Washington, showing distinctly the Washington Monument and Capitol. Around the border are 
the names of many illustrious men surrounded by laurel leaves. 

The 2$ Note includes five figures, and represents Science presenting steam and electricity to Commerce and Manufacture. 

In the centre of the 5$ Note a central figure is shown standing upon a globe with America traced thereon, with an arm uplifted with 
electric light, indicative of Progress and extension of her resources throughout the world. The figure on the left represents heralding to the 
World the grandeur of the Nation, while the one on the right with the dove and scroll is indicative of Peace and Plenty. The figure and 
chariot in the rear are intended to represent Eorce and Power. 

I was Director of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing at the time these notes were produced, and with the consent of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, purchased the accompanying sheets uncut from the Treasurer of the United States, and they are the first Notes of this series 
issued, being Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 of each denomination. 

Having no Library of my own, I have to thank you for kindly placing these three sheets among your valuable collection of books where 
they will be appreciated, as specimens of truly artistic Bank Notes, and as the first numbers of a complete money issue by the United States 
Government.

The bank began by issuing First Charter $5 Territorial notes, issuing 2250 sheets before Montana achieved statehood in 1889. From that 
point forward the bank issued $5, $10 and $20 1875 Series notes, then $10 and $20 1902 Red Seals, Date Backs, and finally Plain Backs. 
The bank liquidated in July 1924. 

Until this recent discovery no Territorial notes were known from this bank. The note is bright and evenly circulated and bears the penned 
signature of George Miles as the bank’s Vice President. The cherry red overprint is bold and jumps out in contrast against the creamy 
paper. All of the printed design elements are well inked and present in full detail. There are no distracting marks found whatsoever front 
or back. Wonderfully rare and attractive; this is a trophy note destined to find a home in a paramount collection this evening.

Date Back is from the First National Bank of Hereford, TX (Charter 5604) and at first looks like any other well circulated National 
Banknote. To anyone but perhaps the most dedicated Texas collector this is a rather mundane note on its surface. However, this note 
bears the engraved signatures of Treasury officials J. W. Lyons and Charles Treat. 

What is so special about this combination you might ask? A quick perusal of the 20th edition of Paper Money of the United States by 
Arthur L. and Ira S. Friedberg lists no 1882 $10 Date Back with that signature combination, nor any other Lyons-Treat 1882 Date Backs 
for that matter. Noted National Currency researcher and author Peter Huntoon confirmed the discovery as a new variety and explained 
that the signature combination was in place from July 1, 1905 to June 11, 1906. He further explained that the only way for a post 1902 
signature combination to appear on an 1882 dated note was for the bank to undergo a title change after 1902. That’s exactly how this note 
came to be. 

The officers of the bank in Hereford officially changed the title of the bank to the First National Bank of Hereford from the Hereford 
National Bank on February 17, 1906. New plates were ordered and policy dictated they bear the engraved signatures of the Treasury 
officials in office at that time. With the bank still operating under the second charter period (officially receiving its charter October 23, 
1900) they eventually received 1882 $10 and $20 Date Backs with the Lyons-Treat signature combination. 

The note is seen with honest wear and circulation and just couple of small splits noted by PMG on the back of their holder. The signatures 
are very light but still visible. 

Huntoons research indicates that only one bank could have possibly printed 1882 Date Backs with the Lyons-Treat signature combination. 
That is not a typo, out of all the Chartered banks this would be the only possible charter to have done so! This discovery Friedberg 
number has been confirmed by both Art Friedberg and certified by PMG and will be listed in the next Friedberg catalog in the 21st 
edition as a Fr. 545a.

1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”).
